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All that have hitherto writ againſt 4ſtrology, nor the great- 
eſt adverſary living can deny this definition, nor anſwer 
Sir C. H's Defence of Zudicial Aſtrolagy : This Definition 
contains not any the cauſes that concur to the conſtitution 
of the Nature and Eſſence of Aſtrology, but alfo expreſſes 
the end, or final Cauſe whereto all the preceprs of the 
Art are referr'd. *Tis divided into two parts, the one Spe- 
culative or Theotical (viz, the Afronomical part.) The 
other Praftical (or the Aſtrological or Judiciary part.) The 
firſt Teacheth and Direfts us how ro know the Stars and 
Planets, and to find their places and motions, &c.

The ſecond of theſe fiibdivid- 
ed parts, is particular and reſpeRs only the private ſtate 
or general fortune of every ſingular Man and Woman, 
which mrſt be performed from the Scheme of the Nati- 
vity, the knowledge of which is of moſt excellent uſe co 
all perſons of whart degree, or quality ſoever: Therefore 
let the Nativities of Children be diligently obſerved for 
the future, that is to ſay, the day, hour, and _ of 
Birth as near as can be, which will be of good uſe to the 
Aftrological Phyſician ;, for the moſt pri conjefture of 
the Malignity and Magnitude of any Diſeaſe, whether it 
be Cureable, or _—  — — 
knowledge of the —_ (if ir may poffibly be obtained 
and very rarely any Diſeaſe invades a perſon, but ſome un- 
fortunate Direfion of the Luminaries or Aſcendant to the 
Body or Beams of Malignant Planets precceded the ſame, 
or d1d then operate, or at leaft ſome evil Revolution, Pro- 
ſeftion, or Tranſits, which cannot be diſcovered by any o- 
theg way but by Aftrology, & nulla fides adbibenda medico 
Al ate Aftrologia. Moreover it would be convenient 
chat the true time of the Decumbiture, or firſt falling ſick 
be obſerved preciſely, and by that together with the Nati- 
vity judiciouſly compared, the Phyſician ſhall gain 'more 
credit than by all his other skill. And herein the Aftrologers 
foreſight ſhall often contraditt the judgment ofthe Phyſci2n. 
For when the Aftrologer forerells a Phlegmarick man that 
ar ſuch a time he ſhall be afflifted wath a ick Diſcaſe, 
the Door will perceive by his Phyſical Sym Aftro- 
loger from his knowledge in more ſecret cauſes 1n Nature 
hath excelled him in his Art. Aſtrology is more certain 
than Phyſi , for it reaſoneth from the cauſe to the 
and fo doth not Phyſich : Now if God Almighty do not 
countermand or check the ordinary courſe of Nature, of 
the matter of the Elementary Bodies here below be not ug- 
proportionable and thereby unapt to receive their impreſ- 
fions, there 1s no reaſon why 1n a Natural and Phyſical ne- 
celſity, Aſtrological Prediftions wade according to Art 

A4 fbould 
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ſhould nor ſucceed and-take effe&t ; and by how much the 
knowledge which we have by the known cauſes 1s more 
demonſtrative and TInfallible, than that which we have e1- 
ther by Signs or Effefts, ſo much by this Compariſon doth 
Aſtrology appear worthy to be preferred before Phy/ich, 
Cardan who was an excellent Phyſcian faith, if by the Art of 
Aſtrology be bad not better attained tothe knowledge of bis Diſ- 
eaſe than the Phyſician that would haut adminiſired unto bim 
bis Skill, be bad aſſuredly been cured by death, rather than pre- 
erved alive by Phyfick. Vide comment upon Ptol. Kane 4 
From. hence 1t appears it 1s ngceſſary the Phy/ic4an ſhould 
be skillful in ps 6 but on the contrary, ex quolibet 1;gno 
non fit Mercurius, every Aftrologer cannot be a Phyſician. 
If the Nativity be bur preciſely known,or if but Temp:is obla- 
twn, or ſuppoſitum, and withal ſome notable Accidents as 
Sickneſs, danger . of Drowning, peril by Fire, Impriſon- 
ment, Marriage, or other the like accidents good or cvilbe 
obſerved that thereby the Nativiry may be re&ified; then 
no queſtion but ſo many accidents as may be foreſcen, fo 
many evils may (at leaſt in part) be prevented, and thoſe 

things are. called good adjuvated by a prudent man. 
.. But this 15 very true, that many times, even the beſt of 
ys, when we indeavour to avoid dangersapproaching, by a 
certain kind of neceſſity we run headlong into them, quic- 
quid patimur mortales, quicquid facimus, venit ab alto. Regi- 
tur jatis mortale Genus, fajes Seneca. Multi ad fatum venere 
 Juum dum ſata timent. Now if any perſon be fo rigidly 
obſtinate as to deny the operations and ſecret Influences 
of the ſyperior Bodies upon us, and condemn and under- 
yalue thar he underſtands not; let him (if able) make ex- 
perience of if himſelf, or truſt one that can with his Na- 
tivity, and he ſhall confeſs his errour, and acknowledge 
| the wonderfu] poxyer of God in the Government of the 
world by the Celeftial Bodies. *Tis true that many ſuper- 
ftitious and grols abſurdirics are praftiled by the ignorant 
under pretence of Aſtrology, (which rake it in irs purity 
3 a moſ} excellent Art.) Bur this ought not to be charg- 
ed 
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ed upon the Art but the Artiſt. For by how much any 
Science or Learning is more excellent or ſublime, by 
ſo much the more eafily it 15 abuſed, Quid Theologid preflan- 
tins? Quid Divinius ? and yet in all Ages and parts of the 
world there have ſprung m_ Sets and Novel opinions 
in Religion, full of Superftionon, Abuſes, and Herefies ; Is 
it not ſo at this day? Is it not ſo in Law, Phyfick, and o- 
ther liberal and-free Studies? Nulla harum eft Artium quin 
ſuis mendis & abuſtous ſit riſerta. 

One great objeRion by the Antagoniſt is, Thar Aſtrology 
is unprofitable, and the good or evil foretold by the pro- 
feſlor is not neceſlary to be known. This would be grant- 
ed, if there were ſuch an abſolute neceſſity in the Influ- 
ences of the Stars,thatwe could not in ſome meaſure change 
or corre them : Therefore the Art is highly profitable 
and expedient, that thereby we are enabled to forcknow 
the decrees of the Heavenly Bodies; thatſo if they be Bona, 
we ſhould nor be elevated with an unexpeRed felicity, and 
if Mala, that then we might fore-arm 'our ſelves and be- 
ware of them, for previſa minus ledunt. The Author of 
the Centiloquium faith, PoteFt qui ſciens eſt, He that is sþil- 
ful may divert many effetts of the Stars when he bnows their 
Natures, and will prepare imjelf before their event or com- 
ing.

notwithſtanding all indeavours for Peace, and to ſettle and 
compoſe differences, *tis very much to be feared that ej- 
ther the Souldicrs. now in Arms in ſeveral Countries of 
Europe , will grow headſtrong and 1mperious , and from 
ſome Diſlarisfaftion raken may in all probabiliry be roo 
ſubje& ro Muriny ; or ſome unhappy Atjon break forth 
in thoſe Countries Eaft from England, unleſs by the care 
of their Officers and Superiours preventedy for Mars in 
the ſeventh in a Sign of his own nature, ever portends raſh 
Actions or accidental Miſchicfs ſtrangely and ſomerimes

As to the Diſeaſes of this Quarter, they will be many, and 
ſuch chiefly as ariſe from the Corruption of the Bloud, 
but thoſe Diſcaſes will be the moſt dangerous, which pro- 
ceed from Phlegm, as Quotidian Feravers, and the leſs dan- 
gerous ſuch as deduce their Onginal 5am Choler, as the 
Tertiatz.
